Report of Board of Health. 


FOR YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1899. 


We have no epidemic of contagious disease to report this year, 
although during the year there have occurred cases of diphtheria, 
scarlatina and typhoid fever. 

In the only case of diphtheria which came to our notice the 
contagion was brought from outside by the patient, the child of a 
summer visitor. 

Of scarlatina there have been several cases, two occurring in one 
house and five or six in another. In both instances the first case 
was not recognized as such, and not reported. ‘The source of con- 
tagion of these first cases could not be traced. 

Several cases of typhoid fever have been reported, in two of 
which the contagion probably was brought from without the town. 
In the others it seems probable that the disease may have been 
contracted through the use of pond water for drinking purposes. 

In every instance of contagious disease reported to this board 
prompt measures to prevent the spread of contagion have been 
taken, and the disease has not spread from those first reported, ex- 
cept in one instance of scarlatina, when all the children in the 
family contracted the disease. 

We would again call the attention of the people to the danger at- 
tending unrecognized contagious disease, and strongly advise that 
all cases of “‘rash,’’ especially when occurring in children, be kept 
from contact with other persons until all danger be over, and, if 
there is any doubt as to their nature, that such cases be reported 
to this board for investigation. 

Often from a light case we trace the origin of a severe epidemic. 
It may seem difficult or useless to ask people through a report to 
report unrecognized cases; and in the greater number of such 
occurrences this could not be done, “When doctors disagree who 
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is to decide,” is an old adage. There have always been, are, and 
always will be cases so insidious, so slight and hence so blind at 
their beginning that the best authorities cannot determine. 

In all such cases we have to do the best we can and trust to 
Providence for the result. ‘The best motto is, “be always very 
careful.”’ 

As regards typhoid fever, it is possible for one to have this dis- 
order and not be confined to the bed or even to the house and it is 
from these so called walking cases there is special danger of spread- 
ing the contagion. 

Be very careful of your water supply and its purity. Be sure 
that no surface water can drain into your well and that sink drains, 
privies, cesspools and hog pens are so far removed that no _ leach- 
ings from them can possibly contaminate your drinking water. 

Do not drink or use for cooking purposes, unless previously 
boiled or filtered, water from ponds or brooks which may be pol- 
luted by surface washings. 

Your board wish to thank the people for the increasing, intelli- 
gent attention paid to the suggestions, and the feeling manifested 
that our efforts are all for the public health and good.
